While the advancing of 
such a scheme was not nnexpeeted. 

It Is generally agreed In Govern¬ 
ment circles close study must be 
given the wheat situation before 
any decision Is made.

An interesting recommendation of the conference 
will involve legislation affecting shipping. Up to this 
time certain inequalities have existed in regard to the 
power of the Dominions to legislate in respect of 
maritime affairs which were inconsistent with Do¬ 
minion constitutional progress, and evidently these now 
aft to be removed. 

Tbe conference recognizer that the Appointment of 
a governor-general of any Dominion is a matter lymg 
aolely between the king and the government of that 
Dominion. At the Constitutional Conference of 1926 
it was agreed that the governor-general should be in 
all respects the direct representative of the sovereign. 
Up to that time, while nominally the king's deputy, 
he actually was an official of the British government, 
by whom he was appointed, and the medium of 
official communications between the Dominions and 
the government at Westminster.

Apparently the present conference recommends 
that instead of b governor-general being appointed by 
tbe king solely on the advice of his ministers in Great 
Britain, he henceforth will be appointed by the king 
by arrangement with the ministers of the particular 
Dominion in which he will hold office. This implies 
that if the Ottawa government desires the appointment 
of a Canadian as governor-general, all it needs to do 
is to intimate it* wishes to the sovereign. 

All of these recommendations logically follow the 
Balfour declaration at the Imperial Conference of 
1926 that Great Britain and the Domimom are 
•equal in states, in no way subordinate one to another 
|i any aspect of their domestic or external affairs 
tfsough united by a common allegiance to the crown 
and freely associated as members of the British Com¬ 
monwealth of Nations.” In fact, the recent conference 
in practical results has gone farther in the direction 
of equality of status than any of the conferences which 
have preceded, it. and none of the decisions of the 
conference of 1926 has been set aside. This is 
significant enough in the circumstance that since 1926 
-there has b$en a change of govern ment in the m ajority 
of the Dominlonsi aml.lJkiwxTKat W\k present premiers 
have followed the footsteps of their predecessors. 

Evidently the Right Honorable Richard Bedford 
Bennett, Prime Minister of Canada, is as strong a 
supporter of the "Dominion status.” which many of 
his followers derided when in opposition, as the Right 
Honorable William Lyon Mackenzie King was when 
he was in office. Now. we may anticipate that those 
who criticized Mr. Mackenzie King for his champion¬ 
ship of Dominion status will vociferously applaud Mr. 
Bennett for doing the same thing. There is no reason 
why somebody should not get some fun out of even 
so solemn and impressive a gathering as an Imperial 
Conference, although it is too much to expect the 
quondam critics, but present champions, of "Dominion 
status,” to see the joke. 


The failure of the Imperial Economic Conference 
wqs inevitable from the moment Mr. Bennett 
announced that the policy he offered was one of 
"Canada first,” mainly concerned with the marketing 
of Canadian wheat, and not involving reduction of 
any of the duties against British imports into Canada 
which were raised at the recent special session of 
Parliament. It was not at all surprising that the British 
Government should retort that as each of the over¬ 
seas governments was putting the welfare of its own 
Dominion first it was in duty bound to adopt a 
policy of “Great Britain first." In such a game of 
"heads-I-win-tails-you-lose" how on earth could any 
economic conference he anything but a failure? It is

T HE LIVES of a Bengal Lancer." by Francis 
Yeats-Brown, has been applauded so loudly la 
England that It reaches us with a reputation al¬ 
ready made. This and the fact that It Is also 
being sent out by the Book of the Month Club 
•houkl stir up considerable curiosity about l‘« 
story. The Viking Press Is Issuing It on this side. 

The book describes some of the adventures of a 
member of the English cavalry in India, who. la 
addition to leading the social life of the sahibs 
and taking part In polo, becomes Interested In the 
Hindu doctrines of yoga and describes them sym¬ 
pathetically. The vitality In the author's story- 
telling, his fair for action and his aletrnem make 
this a mos* readable book. Even In describing his 
slow comprehension of East Indian mysticism he 
remains a man of common sense. 

In fact, the qualities in this book remind one 
of those In "The Story of Ban Michels." In which 
a doctor, who presents himself a humble and 
sympathetic human being, takes part In a great 
number of adventuree which make a good story.

r IB BUSINESS of making a list of the hun¬ 
dred best books Is one of tboee perennial pas¬ 
times which separates bosom friends, creates 
crises in families and seta experts on their ears. 
The latest profesror to try It Is William Lyon 
Phelpa of Yale. Prof. Phelps limits hls list to 
fiction, announcing what he considers the-hun¬ 
dred best novels of all time. Hls list appears Ir 
Scribner's. ^ 

Prof. Phelps makes a list of 100 novels because 
he likes ti.em end hence considers them the best 
of all time. Thus he Identifies merit with per¬ 
sonal taste, which Is excellent In hls case bus 
might not serve all of us so well. Harry Hansen, 
the critic, says he Is certain he could acknowledge 
the grestnesa of some of bis titles without having 
any great liking for them: their merits have been 
proved conclusively, but something lacking In hls 
make-up would cause him to prefer others ti 
them If he applied Prof. Phelps's own measure: 
"If X had tv select one hundred novels and could 
have no others, I would choose these." That,af 
course. Is not necessarily "the hundred beat 
novels of all time." unless Prof. Phelps acknowl¬ 
edges an impeccable taste.

rpHE ADJECTIVE "thrilling" has been much 
£ overworked by book reviewer* but I think it 
can be applied to "Famous Shipwrecks," a large, 
Illustrated volume by Captain Frank H. Shaw. 
Here we have detailed stories of noted disasters 
at as a. from the loss of the Birkenhead on Febru¬ 
ary 26. 1862, down to the wreck of the Oarth- 
pool on November 12, 1929. And these narratives 
have been written by one whose descriptive power 
bias reached Its high standard of excellence largely 
because he has himself figured In the perils of the 
sea. Re speaks with authority, he writes vividly 
because, like Joseph Conrad, he served for many 
years In sailing vessels and In steamship* Ke 
has seen ships wrecked in most conditions; tor¬ 
pedoed in war. burnt in peace, cast ashore in 
storm, and abandoned In calm weather. 

HEADING FOR AN IRON COAST 

Before I touch upon any of those disasters at 
sea which Involved great loss of life, let me refer 
to what I consider the most‘ amazing story In 
this book. Along a stretch of the Australian 
coast, far south of Bydney Harbor, there Is a long 
line of iron cliffs, a steep wall which Is broken 
only In one place by a freakish open spaoe a 
couple of hundred feet In width, a little shelving 
beach of smooth sand. One night, when a fright¬ 
ful storm was pounding against that long line of 
cliff* a nalllng-shlp which had got out of hand 
was driving straight to its doom. To heave to was 
Impossible. Nothing could be done by captain or 
crew except to swalt the inevitable crash In the 
blackness of the night. The captain expected that 
hls ship "trould strike bow-on and crumple her 
hull like a ghastly concertina." 

SHE FOUND THE CREVICE OF SAFETY 

But she didn't, for the most wonderful luck 
was with that ship's company. "Hounded by 
wind and eea." writes Capt. 8haw. "she leaped 
Jilts a soared hind into that almost Imperceptible 
gap of smooth sand; she ran easily ashore, with¬ 
out so much as shaking down her lightest tracery 
of span; and held there on an even keel, so that 
all her recently-hopeless people needed to no 
was await the break of day and fall of tide, puah 
a ladder overside, and walk to life and safety. 
Two hundred feet In an immensity of horror— 
and the ship found It: of her own astonishing 
volition, according to her master’s account; for 
he did not even know of the existence of this 
cove. Bfifc that Is simply one of the sea's many 
miraculous happenings. Not all craft have such 
luck as this. When I passed up that way a little 
while later, with sunny skies and laughing seas 
to companion me, I aaw this craft lying there as 
•weetiy and evenly as If in dry-doc*: and all her 
top-hamper as snugly In place as If she awaited 
tier critical owner's Inspection. But she was a 
wreck—there for such time as the snarling sea- 
fangs permitted. Impossible to refloat her; in 
her final panic-stricken leap she had broken her 
back and killed heTself." But every person on 
board was saved. " 

THE MEN OF THE BIRKENHEAD 

We are all familiar with those supreme trage¬ 
dies of the sea, the sinking of the Titanic and the 
Lusitania. Pull accounts of these events are to 
be found In this volume, but I wish to direct the 
attention of my readers to Captain Shaw's ex¬ 
planation why the phrase "Birkenhead drill" has 
passed Into our language "as a sort of Victoria 
Cross of stout-souled endurances In face of the 
Inevitable." 

The Birkenhead was a paddle-wheel frigate, the 
first ship of the British Navy to be propelled by 
attain.^ She made only eight knots an hour, hut 
that was a remarkable speed lh 1852. She was 
used on this account for the transport of troops 
from Cork to South Africa, where a war against 
the Kaffirs was In progress. As reinforcement 
were badly needed. Capt. Salmond was ordered 
to proceed as quickly as possible from Simon's 
Bsy, her first port of call, to Port Elizabeth and 
East London. In order to make ss expeditious a 
voyage as possible, the captain act hls course to 
hug the coast He had a crew of 130 men. 491 
army officers and men. fed. in addition, twenty- 
five women and thirty-one children, in all about 
680 persons. The weather was calm and the ah Ip 
was moving steadily forward at her greatest 
speed. On February 26. 1852, at 1.30 In the morn¬ 
ing. the leadsman reported that the water was 
only twelve fathoms deep. He was ordered to 
heave again, but, before the plummet touched the 
surface, the Birkenhead struck an uncharted reef 
of rocTa Just off Danger Point. Instantly water; 
poured Into the hull and a number of men asleep 
in their hammocks on the lower deck were 
drowned where they lay. Then began one of toe 
most thrilling of all catastrophes, all the more 
terrible as the shore was only two miles distant, 
and. except for the usual swell, there wow a quiet

Walter Damrosch, dean of symphony conductors, is sixty- 
eight years old, but he never expects voluntarily to retire. Dur¬ 
ing fifty-one years of public life, a career of breathless and 
continuous activity that took its toll of his vitality, he has realized 
all of his old ambitions and has piled up many a triumph. He 
is, of course, at least moderately wealthy. But the famous musi¬ 
cian will not quit. The reason is radio, which he fiutls has 
added many years to his life.

land of much timber. For those who are not 
acquainted with It X may aay that it owes its title 
to its zigzag shape. It 1 a made of split cedar rails, 
th* butt of each resting on the butt of one ln the 
next panel, the two panels meeting at an angle 
of about 120 degrees, enough, that Is. to give « 
good oornsr. Generally nhe rails are thus built 
up to about five feet, and then two rails are 
placed ln A-shaped manner across the comer, 
and these support a top-rail. The clooely-arranged 
rails below and the separate upper rail make it 
virtually proof against cattle, horses, sheep and 
pigs. Now tho old fence has fallen more or lest 
into disuse along our roadside, ltd rails are grav 
with age and painted by Nature a variety of 
greens with moss, lichen and aKa: and Its brave 
array la broken by gaps or depressed by the decay 
that lurks ln the timber after all these' decades. It 
will soon be-a-thing of the past, and the next 
generation of walkers will know It no more, o 
their great laas. for It la one of the most pictur¬ 
esque things of human origin to be met with In 
a day's tramp. 

The deciduous trees and shrubs are very 
charming ln the swampy hollows by the road and 
around the small parcels of cleared land. Oolden 
yellow willows rise above the brown thickets. The 
espen poplars with twisted and bowed trunks and 
branches have lost any autumnal beauty they had. 
for their leaves still attached are blackened as if 


course characteristic of solitary trass, and to set 
any of our conifers In their glory one must com* 
across them thus sweeping the ground with their 
lower branches. It Is very noticeable ln this old 
tree how small and miserable are the branches on 
tha north bsslde their more generously-developed 
companions on the other side*. 

Retracing our steps, then, from our old fir. we 
regain the main road and shortly come to another 
turning off to the right. Here I have a chat with 
one of the fanners of the district who Is engaged 
ln raising sheep below Scafe Hill. On my remark¬ 
ing on the evident recent spread of trees through 
the district he tells me that one of hla acquaint¬ 
ances recalls when It was all so open that one 
could ride on horseback anywhere across this part 
of tho country. Like so many native Victorians. 
I find him a hunter and woodsman from hla 
boyhood, and full of stories of the wild things. 
He told m* one thing of great Interest, namely, 
that the caterpillars that have been devastating 
the first In the Highland district for several years 
past suffered heavily last spring. Warm sunny 
conditions brought them cut In large number*, 
only to die wholesale in the sharp froat that 
succeeded. 

THE FAIRY DRI MS 

After leaving my wayside friend 1 passed an¬ 
other road to the fight. Then I came ta his 
rum and MW lh’the beautiful open meadows the 
sheep grazing contentedly while overhead the 


great mass of Scafe Hill—Its elevation is nearly 
900 feet—keeps watch and guard. Near by one 
road runs off to the left, but 1 kept on toward* 
where we used to strike acroas a swamp to the 
trail that run* below the -hill and across to High¬ 
land Distinct.

Now the path loads down to tho lake. On 
every hand are tho trace* of hunters' fire* and 
camps, not unplctureoque ln spite of some scat¬ 
tered papers end wrappings'of cigarettes and 
chewing-gum. Files of fire-blackened etones are 
gathered In the hollows of the hillside, and If 
stones oould apeak they might be eloquent of 
youthful enthusiasm and the romantic Indlan- 
plsylng fever that never quite deeerte some of us.

The road to which f now re turn ensues the 
low-lying lend at the head of the lake with Its 


along a little valley above which the cliff* of 
Scafe HU1 rise prscipltloualy. The wet rock* glit¬ 
tered like diver In the sunshine and looked 
rather appallingly slippery. However, aa I had n > 
Intention of attempting their ascent, their con¬ 
dition didn't trouble me. Instead I strolled along 
the valley bottom through which a little stream 
rippled and ran. Once the way passed through a 
patch of blackcap raspberries whoa* purplish 
white etecn* formed delightful arches bending this 
way and that ln th* moat graceful fashion, sug¬ 
gestive of some vegetable minuet. The cause of 
this bowing, or perhaps X should rather say th* 
effect of it. is that the canes root at tha tip Just 
ss the blackberries cf our gardens do. and thus Is 
established one of the mods* by which the black¬ 
cap extends its domain. 

Neither rein nor mist have troubled me much 
for some time, and It Is ln the full glow of sun¬ 
shine that I choose for my lunching-plscs a large 
fallen fir log.

T HE COUNTRY roads are now in their 
very beet state for walkii*. I say "coun¬ 
try** roads to distinguish them from the 
p*veq highways, where tho pedestrian is 
an anachronism. The cars flash past on s 
wot day sending out from their wheels s curved 
spray of oily water from which there is no escape 
unless tho foot-passenger betakes himself to tbs 
wayside thickets. But the country road* are so 
comparatively free from motor traffic and the 
cars that traverse them are so generally mofe 
slowly driven that ln spite of occasional pools and 
puddles th* pleasure of. walking is not seriously 
interfered with. 

Indeed, the very things th*< make the country 
road slow work for th* car driver constitute its 
oh arm for tbs walker. The ups and downs, little 
chills sad vales succeeding each other In almost 
rhythmic regularity, break the monotony the 
miles would otherwise have.

Over the side he disappears and a moment later 
a small hood peeps round th* butt, and after this 
preliminary survey he rises and flying round th* 
corner, lights Ja the middle of the butt fncj,’ hie 
legs well apart os he holds on to the vertical sur¬ 
face of the wood.

Body and mind on so Intimately related that the 
Interest th* hill beget* spurs the footsteps to 
fresh vigor, and the changeful scenery takes the 
place of “patriot battle" and “glory." 

Then the windings of s road are equally desir¬ 
able and enjoyable. They are hlU and vale on a 
different plane, and In a forested country they 
hold even more surprise in store. Round the 
nest corner almost anything may await you: a 
lake, open meadows, glimpse of sea or mountains, 
some magic play of light and shade among tho 
needled branches and the lofty trunk*. Or per¬

Its twin motors are 
barely perceptible bulges streamed 
Into the leading edge of the wing. 
No landing gear Is apparent, for In 
flight It Is drawn up Into the 


engine faring that becomes part of 
the wing. 

The plane Is designed for us# 
far behind the enemy lines, for day 
or night observation, photographic 
missions, ground strafing and light 
bombing. Its crew will comprise n 
pilot, n photographer, and a radio 
man. Added to Its protection of 
speed, which has been estimated 
by engineers, pending army tests, 
to be from 150 to 175 miles an 
hour, the ship will have two ma¬ 
chine guns, covering attacks from 
ahead, astern, above and below. 
The monoplane Is sixty-four feet 
from wing tip to wing tip. and 
forty-seven feet from nose to tall. 
The nose extends fifteen feel ahead 
of the wing, with a cockpit in thu 
extreme front for the photo¬ 
grapher, and the pilot's scat be¬ 
hind.
